ANNUAL  FLOWERING  PLANTS 

ANNUAL  PLANTS,  are  those  that  grow,  bloom  and 
die  in  one  year,  these  are  the  ones,  we  all  are  in 
a  hurry  to  get  planted  in  the  Spring,  must  require 
heat  under  glass  to  start  early. 

There  is  a  great  difference  in  plants.  Some  people 
look  at  the  top  only.  Experienced  men  look  at  the 
root.  These  things  you  can  see,  but  the  quality  of 
the  seed  and  strain  you  see  only  after  it  is  in -bloom. 
While  your  local  condition  may  spoil  good  seed 
without  good  strains,  you  can  not  expect  the  best. 
We  all  have  to  trust  some  one  in  regard  to  the  seed, 
experience  has  been  a  valuable  teacher. 

The  different  prices  quoted  for  plants  is  for  the  work 
put  on  them.  Seedings  are  the  cheapest,  because 
less  work.  Transplanted  cost  twice  as  much  while 
they  both  come  from  the  same  seed.  They  are  later, 
have  a  big  root  system,  transplanted  safer,  grow 
quicker,  but  crop  may  be  no  better  than  from 
seedlings,  if  you  give  them  a  little  care.  So  when 
Asters  are  quoted  at  15c  per  doz.,  $1.00  per  100, 
don’t  expect  large,  fine  looking  plants.
